Icdging all his felicitie to flow from him, who (as 


the Apoſtle S, 7amesteacheth) isthe giuer of euery 
good andperfitgift from aboue. Andas for the 0- 
ther euill, of the euill way ; good Lord ! what way 
can be moreeuill, then tor a man to doe his owne 
worldly will, and his owne wicked way on the 
Lords day? for a man,[ ſay,to pollute the holy day 
of the hoy One, by following the worldly waies 
of profit and of pleaſure, and to ſteale away from 
him both his ſeruice and the day of his ſeruice, 


which ought to be wholly ſpent and imployedin 


holines (without which the Apoſtle ſaith, no man 
ſhall ſee God) euen inthe publike exerciſe of pictie 
towards God, and of charitic and mercie towards 


man for Gods ſake? And as for the third cuil, ofthe 


mouth and tongue that ſpeaketh lewde things ;

men want) is the fountaine of good goods, and of 
durable riches. 

Now the feare of God hath two branches, the 
one is, we mult feare to offend him, becauſe he is 
= our 
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our Father, whom we muſt loue in the higheſt de- 
orce: the other is when we haue offended bim we 
muſt feare his furic and puniſhments, becauſe heis 
our Lord. Ourfeare muſtnot beſervile or (laviſh, 
ſuchas is the bond-mans feare of his maſter, which 
is onely and meerely becauſe of puniſhment : but 
our feare muſt bee filiall and ſonly, ſuch as is the 
childrens feare of their father, as being loth to of- 
tend one whom we loue : we muſt ſerue the Lord 
in feare and trembling : we muſt feare to offend, 
before we offend ; and when as through humane 
frailrie we fall into any offence, wee muſt tremble 
for teare of his rods: like faulrie and euiltie chil- 
dren we muſt ſhake and quake: before the face of 
our heauenly father,and profſratedat his feere,and 
vndcr his feete, wee mult intreate him with our 
teares. to bee appeaſed towards vs for his mercies 
ſake, and to be pleaſcd with vs for his Sonnes ſake, 
in whom heis well pleaſed. We muſt, ay,implore 
him by his fatherly pitieto lay his rods alide, each 
one with godly Danza, ſaying and praying, Lord 
rebuke me notin thineanger,neither chaſtiſc me in 
thy wrath. But it our molt wiſe and prouident fa- 
ther findeit not expedientfor vs to ſpare vs,andto 
Ict vs paſſe ynpunilhed , then muſt we throwour 
ſelues downeat his feete, and offer willingly both 
our bodies andour o00ds vnto hisblowes. Let vs 
ſuffer his puniſhment with all patience, his corre. 
ion with all ſubmiſſion of minde : let vs beware 
to murmur againſt our good father, thongh his 
blowes ſeeme ſomewhat birter, and his ſtripes 
touch vs to the quicke : let vs alwaics interraine 
this

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this chritian copgitation in our hearts, that our fa- 
theris a molt wile father, and therefore knoweth 
well, yea berrcr then any other, and belt of all o- 
ther, what is moſt for or good: and that hee is a 
moſt good father, and onethatloueth his children 
moſt dearcly and entirely, and therefore will doe 
nothing vnto vs, but that which will doe vs much 
good.

In one word,the lettered man muſt labourand 
endeauour to be ſuch a oneas Jeſus the ſonne of Sy= 
rach hath painted outin theſe words ; He only that 
applicth his mind to the law of the moſt High, and 
is occupicd inthe meditation thereof, ſeeketh out 
the wiſdome of al the ancient, and exerciſeth him- 
ſelfe in the prophecies. He keepeth the ſayings of 
famous men, and entreth in alſo to the ſecrets of 
darke ſentences. Hee ſecketh out the myſteric of 
oraue ſentences, and exerciſeth: himſelfe in darke 
parables. He ſhall ſerue among great men; and ap- 
pearce before the Prince, hee ſhall trauell thorough 
ſtrange countries : For he hath tried the good and 
the euill among men. He will giue his hearttore- 
ſort carly vnto the Lord that made him, andto 
pray before the moſt high,and wil openhis. mouth 
1n praycr,andpray for his ſinnes. When the great 
Lord will,he ſhall be filled with the ſpiritof vnder- 
ſtanding ; that he may powre out-wiſe ſentences, 
and giue thanks vnto the Lordin his prayer. Hee 
ſhall dire his counſell and knowledge, fo ſhall hee 
meditate in his ſecrets, Hee ſhall ſhew foorth his 
ſcienceandlearning,and reioyce inthe lawand co- 
uenant of the Lord. Many ſhall commend his vn- 
derftanding, and his memoric ſhall never bee put 
out,nor depart away ; but his name ſhall continue 
from generation to generation. The congregation 
ſhall declare his wiſedome,and ſhew it. Though he 
be dead, he ſhall leanea greater fame then a; thou- 
ſand: anditheliueſtill,he ſhall get the ſame. 

Andasthe literall man muſt labour to be wiſe, 
and well ſeene in his libcrall profeſſion; ſo _ 
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the merchant and traffickingman take painsto vn- 
derſtand what belongeth tothe handling of mer- 
chandiſe & wares inthe ſhip,& in the ſhop,at ,.ome 
& abroad;that it may be {aid of him, that was once | 
ſaid of the Prince of Tyrus, who was a merchant : Ezeck.28.4.5. 
Loe here a man, who with his wiſdomeand ynder- 
ſtanding.hath gotten him riches, & ſiluer and gold 
into his treaſures, and by his wiſdome and trafhck- 
ing,hath increaſed the ſame. Butlet the Chriſtian 
merchant inthe meane time,beware of thatother 
qualitie ofthis princely merchant, which the pro- 

het doth mention in the next words ; And thine 
LN islifted yp becauſe of thy 1iches:as alſo of that 
other euill qualitie noted in this Citie in theſe 
words ; By the multitude of thy merchandiſe they verſr6.17.18.” 
haue filled the midſt of thee with crucltic,and thou 
haſt ſinned. Lethim beware of theſe, Iſay,leſt God 
caſt him with the princely merchantof Tyrus out 
of the mountaine of God, and bring him toaſhes 
vpon theearthin theſight of all them thatbehold 
him. 'And therefore let our Chriftian merchant ra- 
ther imitate the godly and good qualities of the | 
vertuous woman-merchant deſcribed by Sa/omor: prou.41.1e; 
Who as ſhee is wiſe, for ſhee openeth her mouth «© z21. 
with wiſdom,andthe law of grace is in her tongue: 
ſo ſhe feareth the Lord, and is not proud of her ri- 
ches : ſhe ſtretcheth out her hand to the poore,and 
if ſo doing,isnotcruell or ynmercifull, as the mer- 
chants of Tyrus were. Well,my wiſh is,that it may 
be ſaid of the merchants of theſe our two famous 
Cities, which was onceſaid by the Prophet 7ſay of 
the merchants of Tyrus ; Her Merchants arcPrin- 
D Z CCS,» 
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ces,and her Chapmenthe Nobles of the earth. But 
yet more that that may be ſaid of them, which Salo- 
108 hath vitered in the commendatio of his vertu- 
ous woman merchant: The merchants of theſe Ci- 
tics feare the Lord, and ſtretch out theirhands to 
the poore; the law of grace is in their tongue,and 
they fcclethat their merchandiſeis good. 

And as the merchantand trafficking man muſt 
take painesto beskilfull in his calling, ſo-muſtthe 
husbandiman and the labourer of the ground labor 
-to vnderſtand all things belonging to his farme, his 

plough, his cartcl],his paſture,the fruits of his land, 
Geneſ.z6.12z, and the flockes of his ſheepe. To the end,that with 
13.14. Iſaac, he may findan hundreth fold by eſtimation 
of his ſowing,and waxe mighticin flocks of ſheep, 
in heards of cattell, and in a great houſhold. Like- 
wiſe muſt the tradeſman or crafteſman bee caretull 
' togrow expert and cunning in his craft,and wiſc 
Exod.:83, inhis occupation, that hee may be praiſed for his

ing and caruing of wood, in working of broidred 
and needleworkc;in blue {ilke,in purple, in skarlet

In one word, eucrie man thar defircth-tobce rich, | 
muſt endeauour tovnderſtand the nature, qualitic, 


ſecrets, and perfeRion of his own vocation. Which |

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if hee doe, and joyne thereunto the feare of the 
Lord,whereby he ſhall drawdowne Godsblefſing 
vpon his adoes, he cannotbut proſper. 

But I- know it will bee obieRted, that it is often- 
times ſeene,that many-ignorant men,many fooliſh 
and vnwiſe folkes are very rich : and on the other 
part, that many wiſe, learned, and well qualified 
men are oftentimes very poorc;-{o that it may 
ſeemethatthis ſecond rule doth not hold true, &c. 
Hereunto T an{were thus; It is very tfue which 


the Preacher of Ieruſalem hath ſaid, thathe ſaw vyn- Ecclefiaft.g;n:.”- 


der the Sunne;,that the bread is not tothe wiſe, nor 
riches to men of ynderſtanding, neither fauour to 
men of knowledge ; meaning, that wealth, riches, 
honour, and fauour of princes and great men doe 
mt befall onely, and alwaies vnto wiſe, learned, 
and well qualified perſons, buralfo,and thatvery 
often, vnto ignorants, idiotsand fooles : and yet” 
notwithſtanding the wiſe: Preacher doth not con- 
tradi himſelfe. For although afwei! theemillasthe 
good may beerich, yet itisin a very different man- 
ner. For the ignorant and vnwiſe cannot berich in ' 
God,nor with a good conſcience, nor yet durablie 


rich,as the wiſe and well qualihed are, Riches and Prou:8.18.”

even durable riches and righteouſneſſe. So that

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ches,though inthemſelues they bee goods, yet are 
they not goods to him, becauſe they turnenot to 
his good, but rather to his euill. For(as /cſ# the ſon 
Ecclebalt1325 of Syrach {aith) riches are good, orgoods vnto him 
thathath noſinne in his conſcience : that is,vnto 
the man that hath not gotten, increaſed, kept and 
| vied,orratherabuſed them with an euil conſcience. 
Tit.r.t 5. Andasthe Apoſtle ſaith, that vnto the pureare all 
things pure,but vnto them that are defiled and vn- 
belecuing, 1s nothing pure, but euen their minds 
and conſciences are impure : Sohkewiſe may it be 
wel ſaid,that vnto the godly and good,areal things 
good, butynto them that are godleſſe and cuill, is * 
nothing good, but euen their veric goods tothem 
are not goods, but euils. For as to the godly all 
Rom.8.23, thingsturneto the beſt,ſo to the godleſle,al things, 
yea,cuen ſuch things as in themſclues bee good, 
turneto the worſt. And this is the ſaying of Jeſus 
the fonne of Syrach, The principall things tor the 
whole vie of mans life, is water, fireand yron,falt 
and meale, wheate, honey and milke, the blood of 
Bccleliat.39. the grape, oyleand clothing. All theſe things are 
wh for good to the godly, but to the ſinners they are 
turned into enill.. So then this ſtandeth {ure,that 
although foolifh,vnwiſe and ignorant men may be 
rich,yet can they notbecrich in God. Forl have 
Luker2.r5.16. now ſhewed, his goods to him are not goods, and 
17.13,1929.21 hjs riches are not durableriches. So ſaith Teſus, the 
Sonne of God,in the Goſpel], of that rich foole, 
whoſe ground brought foorth fruits plenteouſly, 
{othat he was conſtrained to build bigger barnes, 
togatherin-his graines and his goods ; and reioy- 


cingly 
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cingly ſaid'to his ſouie ; Soule, ſoule,:thou haſt 
much goods laid yp for many yeeres, cate; drinke,. 
liuc atcaſe,and take thy paſtime : O foole(ſaithour 
Sautour) this night will they fetchaway thy foule 
from thee ; then, whoſe ſhall thoſethings be which 
thou haſt prouided? And thus ſhall it fare with the 
man that gathereth riches to himſelte, and is not 
richin God : Even with theman who hath gotten 
or increaſed goods with an euill conſcience, who 
hath goods and gold, but wanteth goodnefle and 
oodlineflez whois wiſe inthe world, but not wiſe 
in God. Eucn hee whoſe goldis his God, whoſe 
houſeis his heauen, whoſe bed is his Abrahams 
boſome, whoſe boord is to him the banket of the 
Lambe,whole praying is his playing, whole almel- 
decds areall milggeds,whole faſting 1s his feaſting; 
andin one worFWhoſe temporall tulneſlc is his e- 
ternall felicitie. 

As forthe other part of the obieRion touching 
the pouertie and need of many men that both feare 
God, and are wiſe and. endued with greatvnder- 
ſtanding.and forthe more full ſatisfaction thereof z 
itis to bee conſidered, that about pouertie and ri- 


ches, there doe occurre three diuers indeauours - © 


of men diuerſlie diſpoſed. Some are voluntarie: 
yoke-embracers, others are voluntarie yoke-bea- 
rers,and other ſome arevoluntarie yoke-breakers; 
#d all the three orders are praiſable, though in a 
different degree. The firſt two are properly ſtu-. 
dents in the artof pouertie, for there is a kind of 

pouertie that doth require both greatskil and great 
courage to. embrace it, or-to beate it, asitſhould, 


E and 
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and ought to bee embraced orborne. Sothatthe- 
rules and precepts of this art do not concernethem 
whoarecither willing embracers, or patient bea- 
rers of pouerties yoke, but onely the third kind, 
who'are yoke-breaketrs, that is, ſuch as labour and 
ſtudie to breake in peeces pouerties yoke, and to 
wind themſelues out of want by winning of wealth 
by their verttous endeauours. For this art teacheth 
a man, not how to make himſelfe poore for Chriſts 
ſake (which is an attempt and ſtudie of an higher 
pitch) but how to make himſelfe rich in God 
and: with a' good conſcience, that hee may haue 
whereupon to impart vnto the poore for Chriſts 
fake. 

Andto ſpeakalittle more of the two fiiſt kinds of 
men ; the voluntarie ay whwW3 call ſuch as 
being rich, doe willingly abandon their riches to 
embrace pouerties yoke ,; either by forſaking all 
that they haue for Chriſts ſake and the Goſpell, as 
in the times and places of perſecution , or by gi- 
uing away all that they haue, orthe moſt part vnto 
the poorefor Chriſts ſake, and that in the time of

Now as for theſe men, who ſeeth not but they 
muſt necds be poore,though they feare God neuer 
ſo much, and bee neuer {o well accompliſhed for 
wiſedome, knowledge and good pants, ſeeing they 
are {uch,as will nceds bee poore, and will not bee 
rich 2 

The other kind of voluntarie poore men, I cal! 
yoke-bearers, who bee they neuer ſo godly and 
 wile,yet they may be and are ordinarily poore, be- 
cauſe they take not careto bee rich,their chiefe ſtu- 
dic being tobeare the yoke of pouertie patiently, 
with an inuincible courage & fortitude of mind, & 
to learne to bee content witha little for the loue 
they beare vnto tranquillitie of mind (as manie

doe,) orelſe forthe reſpeRthey haueto the eternal 
reward, as many Ecclefiaſticall and Churchmen 
haue done,and yetdoe.

' riſevp ſuddenly that ſhall bite thee £ and awake 
that ſhall ſtirre thee, and thou ſhalt bee their 
pray ? becauſe thou haſtſpoiled many nations, 
all the remnant of the people ſhall ſpoile thee, 
becauſe of mens blood,and forthe wrong done 
intheland, inthe Citic, and yntoallthat dwel 
therein. Ho, he that concterhan cuill couctouf- 
neſſe to his houſe, that hee may ſet his neſt on 
high, tocſcape fromthe power of euill, Thou 
haſt conſulted ſhameto thine owne houſe, by 
deſtroying many people, and haſt ſinned a- 
#4ainſt thine owne ſoule. Forthe ſtoneſhall cry 
outof the wall, and the beameoutof thetim- *

And as vnto ſuch vngodly and 
vniuſt rich men, ChriſtIcſus doth pronounce a 
terrible woe, ſo the holic Apoſtle threatneth

for your milerics that ſhall come vpon you, 
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: 


your riches are corrupt, and your garments are T.5.t.2. 
mothearen,your gold andfiluer iscankred, and ** 


the ruſt of them ſhall bee a witnefle againſt 
you,and ſhall eate your fleſh as it were fire. Ye 
haue heaped vp treaſure (to wit, by violent op- 
preſſion, cruell extortion, vſury and vnrigh- 
teous detention) for the laſt daies: yee hane 
withholden the hire of the labourers, yee haue 
' liuedin pleaſure ontheearth, and in wanton- 
nefle, yee haue nouriſhed your hearts, as ina 
day of ſlaughter, yee haue condemned and 
killed the iuft, and hee hath not reſiſted you. 
 Finallie, the bleſſed Apoſtle Paw exhorteth, 
that no man oppreſle or defraud his brother in 
any matter, for the Lord isthe auenger of all 
ſuch things. Hee will bee: auenged on all op- 
preſlours, God(poilers, Church-robbers,cxtor- 
tioners, bribers,vninſt detainers, and allſuch

violent men, that (as Salomon ſpeaketh ) eatc Prou.4.17, 
the breadof wickednefle, and drinke the wine 


of violence, and chiefly vpon all peruerters of 
equitie, juſtice andiudgement.Euen ypon ſuch 


as imagine iniquitie vpon-their beds, and cate 


the breadofiniquitie attheir bords, and ſpeake 
and praiſe tniquitie at the barre, and in the 
ſeate of judgement. Ina word,'the great Law- 
giuerand Tudge of the world wilt bee anenged 
onalllawleſſe Lawyers,on " peruerſe piers 


and 
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and proctors, and on all vniuſt Iudges. 

And therefore let all ſuch folkes as are ex- 
ciſed and emploied about lawes, iuſtice and 
iudgement perſwade themſcJues of this, that 
the time ſhall come, when aday of law ſhall 
hold, when all their tricks and entanglements, 
their niceties and their nets, their deceits and 
their delaics, their bribing and their biting, 
their negligence in following and furthering 
a good caule, and their diligence in an cuill : 
And finallie , their deceitfull collufions, and 
enlawfull concluſions ſhall bee.laid open be- 
fore menand Angels. Then they ſhall bee all 
congue-tied, -and ſhall not haue ſp much as 
oneword toanſwere or pleade for themſclues. 
No, though 5 the ſubtiltie, policie,craftand 
eloquence of all the Lawyers and Iudges of 
the world were'to bee found in any one ſuch 
man, yet ſhall hee not haue ſo much as one 
word to vtter in his owne defence, God ſhall 
intend proceſſe againſt him, the Angels both 
good and bad ſhall pleade againſt him, ſo ſhall 
goodand holie men: and that which ismore, 
his awne conſcience ſhall accuſe him, yea,bis 
owne tongue ſhall condemne him. So thae 
itmay bce well ſaid, that as a iuſt Iudge is a 
viſible god, ſo:1s an vniuſt Tudge a viſible di- 


well. And as an vpright Lawyer is an carth- 
lie Saint, ſo isan vnrighteous Aduocate,Plea- 


der, Proctour or Atturney,worle then an he. 
i reticke,

reticke. Forthe hereticke {1nnerh moſt part of 
ignorance; where as the vnrighteous and de- 
ceirfull Lawyer ftancth againſt his knowledge 
both wittinglie and willinglic. For although 
hee know his parties cauſe to bee euill, yet 
benefit and gaine will make him to ſay, that ir 
is good, and his aduerfaries cauſe which hee 
knowerh to bee good, the fame gaine will 
make himto ſay, that itis caill. In which do- 
ing, they make themfelues obnoxious vnto 
that fearctull woe pronounced by the Lord

and his holie feruant Iſaiah, Woe vnto them 19i.;.18,c1, 
that draw iniquitie with cordes of vanitic,and 39.13. 


finne as with cartropes. Woe vnto them that.

neſſe, that put bitter for ſweete, and ſweer-for 
foure; which iuſtife the wicked: fora reward, 
and takeaway the right ot the vprightorrigh- 


teous man from. him. Woe vnto them thatde. Amos 5:7. - 


cree wicked decrees,and write grieuous things. 
As if he ſhould ſay, ſuch Iudges as turne iudge- 
ment'into gall, and fuch Lawyersas turne the 
fruitofrighteouſnefſe into wormewood, ſhall 
one day know, what-itis toperuert iuftice, e- 
quiric and indgement, what it is to call-euill 
pood, amd'good cuill, what it is to makeright 
d wrong right.

The gatherin| of treaſures by a deceirfull 
tongue 1s yanitie coffe to and fro of them that 
ſecke death, The riches of vanitieſhall diminiſh, 
but he that gathereth with the hand(thar is, with 
his handie labour, and by his vertuous induſtrie) 
ſhall increaſe them. The Lord will not famiſh the 
ſoule of the rightequs, but hee caſteth away the - 
ſubſtance of the wicked, anda deceirtull perſon 
ſhall bee famiſhed. [The bread of deceit is ſweet 
toa man burafterwards his mouth is filled with 
grauell. A poore man is better then aliar. Hee 
that increaleth his riches by vſurie and intereſt, 
gathereth them forhim that wil be mercifull vn- 
to the poore. Diuers weights and diuers mea- 
ſures.are both of them abomination vnto the 
Lord; deceitful! balances are nor g00d, but & 
true weight and balanceareof the Lord, and a 
perfit waightpleaſeth him.

As for vſuric, asit croſſcth the law 
ofnature,which ſaffereth nothing to be empric, 
for we ſee and find, that the aire which naturallie 
aſcendeth,will rather deſcend into the hollowet 
places of the carthto fill them, then ſuffer any 
yoidroome therinzſo it croſſeth the law of grace, 
which enioyneth men to be gratious and chariz 
table, and commandeth ſuch as baue more,rto

ds roſuch ashaue leffe. Giue roeucry man 
that askethof thee (faith our Sauiour) doe goqd, Luk: 6.0.

So muſt hee like- 
wiſe not onely in his owne perſon flee whore- 
dome, butalſoall forts of whoremongerie in re- 
vard of others, thathe yſeno ſuch 2bominable * 
meanes to come by money. The Lord exprefly Deur.23.17:18 
torbidderh there ſhould be any whoxekeeper a- 
mong his people, and telleth vs, that both the 
whore and her price are an abomination vnto 
the Lord. Letthe whoremonger gather neuerfo 
much goodsby his whoremongerie,yetboth he 
and his wealth (hall periſh. Allbread (ſaith left econ; ay, 
The ſonne of Syrah) is fweet to a whoremonger, 
he will not leaue off till he periſh.,And the holy Epheſ. 5.3, 
* Apoftle forbiddeth conetoufneſſe and vnclean« 


nefle once to be named amongſt CY and

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therefore exhorreth vs to mortifie our earthlie 
members fornication,vncleannes, andeuill con- 
cupiſcence, inordinate affetion and couetoul- 
neſſe; forthe which things (faith he) the wrath 
of God commeth on the children of diſobedi- 
ence;for this is the will of God, euen your ſan&ti- 
fication,and that yee ſhould abſtaine from forni.

and if God williadge whooremongers, and not 

ſuffer them to enter into his holy Citty, and king- 

dome,then they thatare called Gods ought like- 

wiſe to puniſh them, and nor ſuffer any ſuch per- 

ſons to haue any place in their citties or king- 

dome: BRut rather with godly ehoſhaphat, and 10- 

ſiah, they ought to.pur cleane out of the land all 
whooremongers and whoorekeepers, and breake 
down, 8 burne all their brothel-houſes, as an ab- 
 homination vnto the Lord,Far be it from all ſuch 
as are called Gods, and ought to repreſſe and pu- 
niſh ſinge, to permit any place in their Citties or 
kingdomes for the increafing of finne, and the di. 
ſhonouring of God,by the profeſſed praRtiſe of 
ſinne, Neither doth it ſufficeto ſay , that Magi- 
ſtrates and Princes, for the preuention of the 
oreater evils of priuate Sodomites, of vnnaturall 
copulations, and priuate fornications, may per- 
mit and tolerate the leſſer euill of a publicke a4 
thel-houſe, infome place remote from the Cittyz 
for beſides that the Magiſtrates care and vigilan- 
} cyoughttobeſuch, that there be noenormious 
* finne or hainous offence priuately or publikely 
committed, or at leaſt left vnpuniſhed ; it can nor 
bee otherwiſe but that one whore-houſe publick- 
ly permitted, is more able to pull downe Gods 
indignation and iudgement againſt the whole 
*Citty or kingdome, alwell Prince as people,rhen 
an hundreth priuate houſes being defiled can do, 
being either not knowne vnto the Magiſtrate, or 
being puniſhed by him, if they be knowne: For a 
ſmaller ſinne being permitted to bee publickely 
L profeſſed 
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a greater finnedoth, if itbeby the Magiſtrate re- 
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profeſſed & praQtiſed, prouoketh God more then 


preſſed and puniſhed, It is not in the Princes po- 
wer to keep ſinne outot his Citty or Kingdome, 
neither is he liable ro 1udgement 8 puniſhment 


for that, which commeth not within the com- 


paſſe of his pofſibility; Butitlyeth in his power to 
keepe outof his kingdome a ſchoole- houſe for 
finne, and a worke-houſe for wickedneſſe; and 
therefore if hee doe otherwile for any reſpect 
whatſocuer, hee in ſo doing maketh himſelfe and 
his kingdome obnoxious vnto Gods indignation, 
In one word itis an intolerable ſhame, that Chris» 
ſtians,whoare called to ſtudyand learne in Chriſts 
ſchoole', mortification and ſancification of the 
flefh , ſhould hauea ſchoole of finne opened vp 
tothem,, wherein they canlearne no other thine 
but to offend Gqd , to ſlay their owne f(oules, to 
conſume their bodies,and to waſt their ſubſtance, 
and in one word, to make ſhipwracke at once of 
godlineſſe, goodneſle and theirgoods:Hereunto 
alſo it belongeth that no amorous or voluptuous 
b ooks,ballads,or ſongs,nor no laſciuious and pro. 
hane plaics, or repreſentations ought or are to 
uffered in a Chiiſtian Commonwealth: For as 
the whore-houlſe is the diuelsſchoole-houſe, and 
whoremongersarc the keepers and yſhers of the 
ſchoole vnder the great maiſter thereof,the ſpirit 
of vncleanneszſo amorous and laſciuious bookes, 
ballads, and ſongs, are the bookes that this 
vncleane {choolemaiſter maketh his ſcholers buy, 
to teach them how to defile their bodies, and to 
ſlay 
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ſlay their foules,that in the end they may be made 
fit fewel forhell-fire: And laſciuious ſtage-playes 
and repreſentations are the ſame vncleane ſchool- 
maiſters ſports, paſtimes,and plaies, which he ap- 
pointeth ynto his {chollers , for to quicken and 
encourage them, in the ſtydy and exerciſe of 
ſinne; Not that I meane to condemne all cx- 
erciſes of ſtage-playings,minſtrelzies,or muſicke, 
forI doubtnot, but in themſeclucs they are all 
lawtull, and may bee ſo vied,, that men may bee 
much-furthered thereby in the way of vertue 
But onely that in a Chriſtian Commonwealth 

reat care ought to be had, leaſt thatany of them 
be abuſed to the ſtirring vp, inticing or alluring 
of men vntoſinne, prophanity, vanity, and vice. 
\ Fruely inmy conceite, theſtories and accidents 
of the time paſt may bee repreſented in ſuch 
maner vpon the ſtage , that both men and woe- 
men may bee more and moreſtirred vp to loue 
and follow yertue, and to hate and flie vice, to 
feare rovffend God , and totremblemhis judge. 
ments ſhewed from time to time vpon' men and 
woemen fortheir finnes; and ſtage-plaies being 
thus vſcd, arein mine opinion both lawful; ho- 
neſt, pleaſant,and profitable, But if either the ſub- 
iect in part,or in whole,be laſciuious and licenti- 
ous, or yetthe wordes wherewith it is expreſſed, 
vr the geſtures whereby it isacted, bee either im- 
pious,irreligious,filthy,and prophane, orhurtfull 
to honeſt cares, er offen{iue to modeſt eyes; then 
tn that caſe, the Chriſtian Magiſtrate onght to 
puniſh all ſuch abuſes of ſtageplaies: for ſtage-

are taught by the/ laſciuious and wanton words 


and g<ſtures which they vie inplaying , how to 


play the vncleane perſons , and in the brothel. 


 houle they put in practiſe the finne, and wicked- 


neſſe which thcy learned at the ſtage, by the eare 
and by the eye. | And therefore I with that all 
ſtage-players ſhould ſo carry themſelues , that 
they miniſter not any occaſion of ſinne,and vice 
vnto their auditors and ſpeRators, but rather help 
them and further them what they can, to vertu. 
ous living , whereas otherwiſe by abuſing their 
exerciſe toſinne, both finning themſelues and in» 
citing others to ſinne, they ſhall heape vpynto 
themſclues wrath againſt: the, day of 'wrath 
and endlefſe contuſton,, for making an exerciſe 
and trade of finne, to heape vp vnto themlclues 
wealth and money here oncarth, 

Laſtly, Tay the Chriſtian ought to beware, 
leaſt hegather orincreale his wealth, by the en- 
damaging and impoueriſbing of his neighbour 
through playing and game, If no man wiſheth 
or would willingly that another ſhould winne 
his money or goods, by play, then no man ought 
to deſire ta winneanother mans money by that 
way , for itis expreſly againſt the law of God; 
whichbeareth that the thing a man would nor ty 
bedonevnto himſclfc, he ought not do it to an- 
other,Not thatI meane to condemne all playing 

at cards, or any ſuch other games as vnlawfull, 
forthere is nothing more reaſonable, then that a 


man 


man may well take a little of his time from his 
more ſerious affaires, for refreſhing of himſelfe 
with any honeſt paſſetime, tothe end he may be 
the better enabled to follow the ations of his or- 
dinary calling, and yet muſt it be but alittle time 
that is this way ſpent : for time is pretious, and 
therefore ought to bee employed and ſpent in 
pretious employments, neither muſt hee make a 
vocation of a recrea2ion , or of an houres paſle- 
time, an ordinary practiſe, for God hath not cal- 
ledmento play away time, but toſpend time in 
good and godly employments, and to redeeme 
time by doubling our diligence, when as we haue 
' idily miſpent any part thereof, True it is that dis 
uersg00d men haue thought playing at cards al- 
together vnlawtull, inregard that they do beare 
in their conceite, the nature and quality of a Lot, 
which being vſed to divine purpoſes, ought not 
to be abuſed toany humane or prophane action 
or affaire. But by theirleaue,theirreaſon isnot ſo 
ſound as they do ſuppoſe, For if cardesbelots, 
then it were lawfull for men to vſe cardes in the 
conſulting of  God- for the determination of 
ſome certaine doubtes, as wee read both inthe 
old and thenew Teſtament, that lots hane beene 
vied, andif this be ablurd, then it followeth that 
they are notlottes as they do imagine. But ſup- 
poling thatto be true which they ſay , cuen that 
cardes are Lottes,I fay that it doth not follow,but 


 thatthey maybevſedin humaneaffaires : for itis p,,,,,g 18, 


well knowne, that Lottes haue bene, and yetare 
lawtully vſed, in ciuill bargaines and bulinefles 
L 3 belonging 
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belonging to partition and diuifion of lands,mars 
chandife and wares; and why may they not bee 
likewiſe vſed in other humane exerciſes of recre- 
ations and plaies?Of their owne nature, lottes are 
indifferent; and are neither in themſelucs geod or 
cuill, diuinc or humane but become ſuch by the 
abuſe or right vſe thereof;Euen as Mulicke which 
is vicd both at home, for humane delight and 
recreation, and in Gods houſe, in_the diuine and 
ſolemne celebration of ſetuice, and as it wereab- 
ſurd and ridiculous, to thinke or maintaine, that 
Muſicke, whether in yoyces or inſtruments, may 
not be vſcd at home for humanc delight, becauſe 
itis vſedin the houſe of God,to the letting forth 
of Gods praiſes, ſo were it a thing no leſſe abſurd 
and ridiculous, toargue,that Lottes may not bee 
vſcd in humane dclights and recreations, becauſe 
that they hauc bene ſometime vſed in the conſul- 
ting of God, for the determination of certaine 
doubts, Hence it followeth, that though cardes 
were a kind of Lottes, yet they may beelawfully 
vſedin exerciſes, of play and paflctime. Butin 
the meane time the Chriſtian nuſt take diligent 
heede, leaſt hee abuſe alawtfull recreation to his 
owne damnation hercafter, and to the indamage- 
mentof himſelfe or of his neighbour here, and 
therefore he muſt not make of an houres recrega- 
tion, a dayly or a nightly vocation(asI ſayd be 
torc,)\nor yet turne a matter of delight into a 
matter of debate, by vnchriſtian and vacharita- 
ble altercations, quarrellings, and contentions; 
That we turne not the time of ccaling fromou 


ordinary 
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ordinary aRions, and of ſolacing our ſeJues, into 
atime of ſinning, by ſweating, banning, curſing, 
and blafpheming the bleſſed name of God, and 
of his Sonne Teſus. Aman alſo muſt beware, leaſt 
hee change the nature of the thing it ſelfe,by ma« 
king it of- an excerife of pleaſure and company, 
an exctciſeof profiteand commodity, For a man 
ought to play, onely to refreſh himſelfe, notto 
T7 enrich himſelfe by anothers lofſe, not yet to im- 
eriſh himſelfe by anothers winnings The one 
J 15 vnthriftineſſe, and doth not beſecemea pru- 
dent 'or prouident man; the other is couctouſ- 
neſſe, and doth not become a Chriſtian, So that 
if men willneeds play for money , it were very 
well done, ta play for no more, then they would 
willingly beſtow vypon the poore, and therefore 
Chriſtians ſhall ſhew themſelues Chriſtians, in 
the very playing at cards, if | they: ſhall agree vp 
on conuerting the wager being wonne,into ſome 
charitable vie, for the ſupport of the indigent 
brethren If they do otherwiſe, they play not as 
becommeth Chriſtians, but do: bewray their co. 
netous, and yncharitable diſpoſition , lowing 
froma baſe minde, which-isſo farrebewitched 
with the loue of money, that it maketh them to 
forget that they are Chriſten men. And chiefly 
this ought to bethe praiſe of all Carders, play- 
er$and oameſters, at Chriſtmafſe,and ſuch other 
Feſtiaull times, cuen to play for the poore, and'to 
2ive the gaineof our gaiming to God, To the 
end that the poore being ſupported by this 


meances,may bee the more encouraged to celes 
brate 
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brate ivy fully the folemne time of our Sauijonrs 
birth. For what thing ts there more vnbeſeeming 
Chriſtianity, then for men to ſpend the ' dayes 
of this feſtiuall time, in playing togather money 
 forthemſclues, and to praiſe either more coue- 
touſnelle; or elſemore vnthriftineſse, at this time 
more then atany other? Whatthing is there I ſay 
or canthere be more ynbecomming a Chriſtian, 
then not to ſpend this time in the exerciſe of pie- 
ty towards God, and of charity towards our 
neighbour for his ſake? Shall one Chriſtian be (0 
vnchriſtianlyaffetedas to turne his playing with 
his brother into a preying vpon his brother, ſo 
that his couctouſneſse cannot bee quenched till 
he haue empried his purſc? Or ſhall the Chriſtian 
play, and not ſhew himſelfe a Chriſtian in his 
playing, by imparting the pence hee hath wonne 
vntothe poore? and therefore to ſhut vp this pre- 
ſent diſcourſe, as the Apoſtle exhorteth vs, that 
whether we cate or drinke, we doe all to the glo. 
ry of God, foſay Iof this matter; whether wee 
play for money, or lay money for a wager, let vs 
alwaies remember to play and lay like Chriſtian 
and charitable men : and in all our ations 
let our piety towards God, aud our cha- 
rity towards our neighbours

For the man 
tharwill grudge to giuea part vnto Gods image 
and chiefe miniſter tor his fake, will neuer be wil: 
ling to forſake all for Gods fake : no, hee would 
neuer be willing to beſtowe his whole goods vp» 
on God himſelte , that will refuſe or repine to 
give a part vnto his chiefe miniſter, And contra- 
riwiſe,the man that doth cheerefully beſtowe vp. 
on the prince, in regard.that he is Gods image and 
depune, doth euidently ſhew that he loueth God 
better then his goods , and goodnefle berter then 
his goods, and that he wonld make no difhcultic 
to beſtowe mioft willingly all that hee hath vpon 
God, yeato forſake his whole goods for Gods 
ſake. Wherefore if we reſolue to giue cheerefully 
vato Gods Vicar for his ſake , a proportionable 
portion of our goods, he will both accountit as 
given vnto himſeltc,and will reward the giver for 
z.Cor,9.9. his gift,and for his cheerefull giuing likewiſe; for 
Philip..144 God loueth a cheerefull giver, and therefore wil- 
leth vs to doe all things without murmuring and 
reaſoning, hee will reward him with encreaſe of 
goods and goodnefſſein this life,and with fulneſſe 
of glorie inthe life to come. Kings bee alſo cal- 
led Gods, for thatthey muſt excell all othcrmen, 
as in power, ſo likewiſe in beneficence: ſa that: 
the Prince, as hee ſhall haue cauſe and occaſion, 
may lawfully aske, craue , and receiue a pait of his 
richer ſubicts goods , and piue of rhe ſame to ff” 
{uchasare poorer, Andthis he may doe, yeaand 
oughttodoc,to theend his beneficence & boun- 
Do .. TIC 
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may be ſaid and ſungot him, hee hath diſtributed 
and giuen to the poore, his righteouſnefſe and be. 
neuolence remaineth tor euer, his horne ſhall bee 
exalted with glorie. In one word,, to the end that 
both his poorer ſubiefts may be relecued, and his 
faithfull ſeruants may be rewarded, 

Princes are likewiſe called Gods , to ſhewe vs 
that they haue aright, I ſay notyntoall, but vnto 
a certaine part of each of their ſubie&ts goods. For 
as I would beloath to flatter the princeand wrong 
the people , by affirming or maintaining the ex- 
tent of his rightand intereſt ro the bodies and 
whole goods of his ſubieRs(for the moſt abſolute 
Prince that is , muſt not thinke himſelfe ſo-abſo- 
lute: andas it were aridiculous thing to ſubiect 
the prince to his ſubics lawes,ſo were itan impi.. 
ous crime, to exempt him from Gods lawes) as1 
would be loath, I fay, to flatter the prince, 'and 
wrong the people, by affirming his right to their 
»d {whole goods, ſo would be loath to flatter the 
people, and wrong the Prince-, by denying his 
Me fright to a proportionable part of their goods. 
And gherefore as God doth require at his peoples 
hands, for the maintenance of his miniſters, firſt 
fruits, becauſe he is the firſt, and tythes becauſehe 
$the laſt ( as an auncient writer yeeldeth the rea- 
on)and that in name ofanannuall and perpetu-- 
all rent, andin token ofa double acknowledge- 
ment weowe him: theone, that he is a/phaand

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thelaſt: the other, that all that we have, we haue 
itand hold it of him. So Princes, who are called 
Gods, of God himſclte, and arc his immediate 
ſubiecs, and his ſubieRs onely, and areliable,if 
they offend, to che puniſhment of his hand one- 
ly, they may iuſtly claime and require at their 
ſubie&ts hands a competent portion of their 
goods , for the maintenance of them(elues, their 
tamilies,and ſeruants, as the holy Prophet Samu« 
el deſcribing the qualitic and priuiledge of an ab- 
ſolute Prince, doth aboundantly teftifie. For the 
holy Prophet diſiwading the Ifraclites from the 
ſecking of a King as yet,and before the conueni- 
cnttime { foras yet the time was not come that 
God ſhould ſet his ſeruant David aboue them, 
who was to be the firſt elected King of Iſracl with 
Godsabſolute approdarion, and the type & fore- 
father of the king of kings,according to the fleſh) 
telleth them betore hand what power he ſhould 
haue ouer them and their goods. And namely, 
that he would not only take their fields and their 
vineyards, and giue them to his ſeruants , mea- 
ning, in caſe they did heinouſly offend againſt 
his lawes,( foras God is the Law-giuer of Kings, 
{o are Kings the Law-giuers of their people) but 
allo yearly aske and take the tenth of their cornes, 
of their vineyards , of their fruits, and of their 
flockes, forthe maintenance of himſelfe, andust 
his ſcruants: Ard yet in allthis,” the holy man 
painteth out novſurping! or vatitular tyrant, but 
euenan orderly elected king , that is; ſuch a king 
as they themſclues with'a common conſent 
fi $2400 ſhould

ſhould receiue:; neither yet any practicall tyrant, Verſt5;

1 Tim.5:728, X11. The maintenance of the miniſterie is 
very diligently recommended vnto Chriſtians 
by the holy Apoſtle, The Pricſts (faith hee ) that 
rule well, are worthy of double honour, ſpecially 
they which labour in the word and doctrine: for 
the Scripture ſaith , thou ſhalt not movile the 
1-Cores-7,3,9, mouth of the oxe that treadeth out the corne, 
22:29 and the labourer is worthy of his wages. Who

As if hee ſhould fay , deſolati- 
on and deſtruction in ſubſtance, in body, and 
ſoule ſhall hee the portion and heritage of all 
impenitentGod-ſpoyling Goſpellers , men worſe 
then idolaters, which turne the true God into 
an 1doll,as the other doe an Idoll into God, and 
worſhip and feare ncither truc , nor falſe deity. A. 
falſe God they know not, and the true God they 
will not acknowledge: for otherwite they would 
ſtand in awe to ſpoyle God of his portion, and to 
bereaue him of his inheritance. 

And therfore to ſhut vp this pleading for Gods 
Prieſtes, let mee ſay vnto euery Stndent in 
this Art of Enriching , that defireth tobe rich, 
heere, and happie hence, that which rich Za- 


chews promiſed to doe, and prattiſed at the x, 0. g. 


time of his conucrſion : That cuery man that 
hath taken from the Church, or with-holden 
from the Church-men their tythes by ſacrile« 
pious impropriation, and wicked v{urpation, that 
hee reſtore with repenting Zachevs, foure-told,or 
at leaſt, let him reftore the principall ſtocke, 
which he hath in his hands, Let him, I fay, liſten 


vnto the morall exhortation of wiſe Safommen :; Ho- Prou,; .g- 


nor the Lord with thy ſubſtance,and with the firſt 
{ruites of all thine increaſe, fo ſhall thy barnes 


\ be filled with aboundance, and thy Prefse ſhall 
"How ouer with new wine, 2nd to theprecept of 


the moſt high, vttered by the mouth of his prophet 


Malachie: Bring every tythe into the ſtore- houſe, Mallach,y 
thatthere may be meate in mine houſe,and proue "> 
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me withall, ſaith the Lord of hoaſts, if I will not 
open the windowes of heayen ynto you,8&: powre 
you out a bleſſing without meaſures And I will 
reprouethe deuourer for your ſakes, and hee ſhall 
not deſtroy the fruitof the ground , neither ſhall 
your vine be barren in the field,ſaith the Lord 
of hoaſts, and a!l nations ſhall call you bleſſed,be- 
cauſe yet ſhall be a pleaſant land.

Br cate thy bread with ioy (ſaith Selemon)and 
drinke thy wine with a cheerefull heart , and 
let thy garments be white or neat: for there is no 
profite tro a man, but that hee cate and drinke, 
and delight his ſoule with the profite of his la- 
bour:I ſawalſo that this was of the hand of God, 
Surely to a man that is good in his ſight, God gi- 
ueth wiſdome, and knowledge, and toy; but tg 
the {inner he giveth paineto gather,and to heape, 
£0 giueto bimthatis good before God . When 
oods increaſe, they are increaſed that eate them, 
nd this isalſo an evill fickneſſe, thatall his _ 

c 
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hee cateth in darkneſle with much priefe, ſorrow, 
and anger.

Wherefore the 
man that maketh himſelfe a ſlaue vnto- his ſub- 
ftance, itisa pitty hee ſhould haue any place a- 
monglt free-men, but that hee ſhould bee ſeque- 
ſtred and put apart, as one ſtricken with an infe- 
ious diſeaſe ; and that on thegate of his ſlauiſh 
aboad ſhould be engrauen in greatletrers: Here 
dwelleth a monſter,a man without an heart,a rich 
man , but a fſaue vnto this riches. Thou tha: 
paſſeſt along, and viewelt his aboad, ſpit athis 
doore, but enter not in, leaſt that going. in a 
free-man, thou returne from thence turned into 
a flaue, 

Butas a man that hath wealth ſhould take his 
part thereof in all cheerefull and hearty manner: 
(for what profiteth it for a man to haue goods, 
and to want the good vſe therof >) So muſt he be- 
ware on the other hand, of abuſing Gods bene- 
fies to intemperancY; luxuric, gluttony, drunken- 
nefle,ſuperfluity,and exceſle, whether in table or 
attire, For by this meanes hee ſhall both prouoke 
God to anger againſt him, and bring himlſelfe in. 
to pouerty,neceſlity,and neede. Behdes that it is 
the cuſtome of men,for the moſt part,not to pitty 


ſucha'one, as through his owne miſcariage hath * 


made himfelfe poore, whereas, by good gouern- 


ment,hee might haue had ſufficient for himſclfe, 
yeaalſo whereupon to gratifie his friends, and to 


relieuethe poore, Keepe not company (ſaith $4- 


lomon. 
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lomon)with drunkards, nor with gluttons, for the Frou.33440,31, 


drunkard and the glutton ſhall be poore; and the 
{leeper ſhall be clothed with ragges. He that hath 
picaſure in bankets (faith he) ſhall bee poore,and 
who ſo delighteth in wine, and delicates,(hall not 
be rich, 7eſus the ſonne of Sirach, as he commen- 
deth the liberall man, fo he condemneth the nig- 
pard ; and yet hee painteth out the manifold in- 
commodities that follow vpon exceflſe, Who ſo 
is liberall in his meate(faith hee) men ſball bleſle 
him,and the teſtimony of his honeſty ſhall be be- 
leeued: but againſt himthat is a niggard of his 
meate,the whole Cittie ſhall murmure, the teſti- 
monies of his niggardneſle ſhall be ſure. Yetſhew 
not thy valiantneſle in wine, for wine hath de- 
ftroyed many, Wine ſoberly drunken, is profita- 
ble forthe life of man : what is his life that is ouer.

And asthe Prophet Jeremie ſpeaketh, the ground 
is deſtroyed for want of raine, the plowe-men-are

Thus it appeareth manifeſtly , how horrible a 
{11ne cxceſle is, and how Almightic God is wont 
to puniſh the abuſe of his benefits, with famine, 
(carceneſſe, penurie,and indigence When men in 
their aboundance wil needs play the beaſts, God 
will be auenged both on them, and on the beaſts 
for their cauſe: yea,he will change their diet, and 
ſend them to feed with the beaſts. So that they 


ſhall bee faine for extreame famine to eat the 


praſſe of the field, and gnawe the barkeand roots 
ofthe trees, agd to drinke the water of the flood, 
that the table of beaſts may teach them not to play 


the beaſts any more, in abuſing Gods good crea- 
tures to exceſſe, And good reaſon forſooth,that 


ſuch as will needes liue riotouſly, and quaffe and 
{will ypon their knees , ſhould be broughtypon 


their knees in good earneſt , and be made to feed 
with the beafts, vntill they learne to liuelikerea- 


ſonable and moderate men, and notlike vnreafo»- 
nable and intemperate beaſts.

It is recorded of the firſt Chriſtians , that they A8.2-44,45, 
had all things common , for they ſold their pol. *434-35- 
ſeſſions, and goods , and parted them to all men, 
as eucry one had need; ſo that there was none a- 


full God , how vnlike are our Chriſtians of theſe 
hſt times, vnto thoſe of the firſt times ! euen as 
vnlike vato them in dcuotion and charitie , as 
were the feet of Nebuchadnezzars image vnto the Dan,z, 32,33. 
head thereof, in natureand qualitie. The headof 
the image was of fine gold, but the feet of it were 
Part of yron, and pM of clay. Ani the firſt Chri- 
1ans were cuen fine as the fineſt gold of Ophir, 
they were tried & fined euery day in the furnace 
of affliction : godlineſſe ro them was gaine, and 
their gloric was not to gather and hoord vp gold, 
ue 
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but to give their gold and their vntothe 
poore and needie members of Chriſt Ieſus :yea 
euen to forſake their gold and their goods,and to 
lay downe their liges for Chriſts ſake. And ſuch 
was the godlineſſe and goodnefle, the pietic and 
charitie of thoſe golden times, But wee Chriſti. 
ans of theſe laſt times , are more like ynto the feet 
of Nebuchadnezzars image, which were of yron 
and clay mingled together, Our hearts are hard 
25 yron, we take no pitie nor compaſſion vpon the 
poore, they arc hard as an Adamant,, they are 

hardly mooued with any contriticn or ſorrow for 
ſinne. As they are void of compaſsion in behalfe 
of the poore, ſoare they of compunttion for our 

manifoldtreſpaſſes, Our hands arc hard as yron, 

and ina manner made of yron, for they are more 

readie to bruize and breake our poore brethren 

by oppreſſion , extortion, vſurie, robberie, and all 

kind of hard and cruell viage, then to helpe them 

any whit. Our oules,as they arc lodged in taber- 

nacles of clay, ſo are they almoſt turned into 4 

claycie ſubſtance: for whar other thing doe wee 

mind but claie, and corruptible things ?- Our af- 

fetions are ſet vpon the things that are belowe, 
and wee are wholly conſumed with worldly 
cares, So thar, looke how great oddes there is be- 
tweene gold and yron mingled' with clay , be- 
tweene the head and the fer of that image : as 
oreat oddes is there betwyeene the Chriſtians ofl 
the firſt 2nd laſt reimes., The firſt Chriſtians were 
ſellers of thcir ſubſtance, to the end they might 
give vato the poore ; but the laſt Chriſtians 
are* 


are many of them buyers of the ſubſtance, 
and raskers of the goods of the poore. The firſt 
Chriſtians had the vſe of all things necefſarie 
common: but the laſt Chriſtians have thevſe 
of all things prinate. The firſt Chriſtians parted 
their goods among ſuch as had neede : but the 
laſt Chriſtians doe rather plucke and pullfrom 
ſuch as dee necde. Finally, the firſt Chriſtians 
ſuffered none amongſt them to lacke ; but the 
laſt Chriſtians ſuffer many multitudes of their 
poore brethren, not onely to lacke, buteuen to 
loſe their lives for want. 
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Except yourrighteouſneſle (ſaith our Saujour) Marh.y,:o, 


exceed the rihhteouſneſſe of the Scribes & Pha- 
riſes , yee ſhall not enter into che kingdome of 
| God. And may it not be well ſaid ? That except 
the charitic of Chriſtians , equalize art leaſt, if nor 
exceed, the charitie of the heathen Lacedemoni- 
ans(whoſuffercred none in their commonwealth 
to want)we ſhall not, nor cannot prooue worthy 
of ſuch a king,as is the ſonne of God,nor of ſuch a 


kingdome,as is the kingdom of heauen. The men Mank1s, at,

| judgement with this generation , and condemne 
it, forthey repented ar the preaching of 29nas, and

Gen, 262,344 1ſa8cghe ſonne of Abraham, was alſo a regu- 
1.t;.14-2435- Jar Sudent, to wit, a man fearing the Lord, vp- 
26.27-15,293 right , charitable, and diligent in his calling, 
And the Lord, whom hee ſerued denoutly , 
was with him effetaally, and bleſſed him ex+ 
cecedingly : ſo that hee waxed mighty, and ſtill 
increaſed, his hand brought forth an hundreth | 
fold; hee had flockes of Sheepe , and heardes 
of cattell, and a mighty houſholde : fo that 
the Philiſtines ( amongſt whom hee dwelt ) cn» 
uicd his greatneſle ; but king Abmelech ſecing ma- 
niteſtly 
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nifeſtly that the Lord was with his ſeruant 7ſaae, 4 
made analliance-and couenant of amity & peace 
with him, 
lacob, the ſonne of 1/aac,was a man father-like Gen.28. 13314; 
religious, uſt, charitable, and diligent : where- }9"1717419, 
fore the Lord was with him whitherſocuer hee 25.418 $1.45. 
went, ſo that heebecamevery rich, and increaſed 28.38. 40.& z3, 
exceedingly : for he had man ſeruants, and maid {2 7. 359% 
ſcruants, Camels and Afes, and many flockes of z 36.6.3,” tn 
ſheepe, and heards of cattell : yea Zabar his fa- 
ther in law, who was an Idolater', was'bleſſed of 
God with temporall increaſe for 1acobsſake. And 
it is very likely that God bleſſed alſo Eſau with 
temporall blefſings for receiuing bis brother 
Jacob at his returne, ſo kindly,iand ſo tenderly as 
hee did, and for being appeaſed towards him. 
. For FE/aw hearing; that his brother Jacob was com» 
ming home againe, hee ranne to- meete him, 
and embraced him, and fell on'his necke, and 
kiled him , and they wept : And therefore 14- 
eh called the preſent hee ſent to his brother 
Eſawof his goods, bis bleſſing :1 pray thee, quoth 
hee to him}, take my bleſſing. that is brought 
thee; The holy manyinfinuating: thereby, that 
as itwas a bleſſing from God vnto Jacob , fo it 
ſhould bee a bleifing from God vnto Eſaw, by 
lacobs hand : And conſequently,a meanes to make. 
as more bleſled in worldly wealth. for 1acobs

Joſeph , the ſonne of Jacoh, was a man that Gea47.16.29,. 
feared God, ſober and chaſte in his carriage, 36- 
vpright amongſt men, and diligent. in his _ pr 
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& 39,33-45526 firſt in Potiphars houſe; then in the priſon y and

afterwards in the Princes palace. The Lord was 
with him cuery where, and he proſpered : yeaall 
his maiſters proſpercd for his ſake. Potiphar, Pha- 
raohs Steward, was his firſt maiſter , who bought 
him at the hands of the Iſraclites, vnto whom his 
brethren had ſold him. Potiphay ſeeing that the 
Lord was with him , and that hee made all that 
he did to proſper in his hand, of afſaue he made 
him the ruler of his houſe, and pur all that hee 
had vnder his hand, And the Lord blefſed the 
Agyptians houle for Jo/ephsſake: yea the bleſs 
ſing ofthe Lord was vpon all that he had in the 
houſe, and in the field. His ſecond maiſter was 
the maiſter of the Kings priſon houſe. Afrer that 
he was put in priſon by the malitious craft of Po- 
tiphars wife, But eucn there the Lord was with 
Toſeph,and got him fauour in the fight of the mai- 
ſter of the priſon ; ſo that he commitred to Joſephs 
hand,all the priſoners that were in the priſon,and 
looked vnto nothing that was vnder his hand, 
but truſted 7e/eph with all , ſeeing the Lord was 
with him : for whatſocuer he did, the Lord made 
it to proſper, His third maſter was King Pharaoh 
himſclte, who ſent for him our of priſon, to in- 
eterprete his dreamecs, and afterwards, for his di- 
vine wildome, made him chiefe ruler ouer his 
houſe, yeaouer all the Kingdomes of Egypt; 
ſo that all the reucnnes and riches thereof cam 
vnder his hand. 

Thus weſee 7o/eph, of a ſlauce, made a feruant, 
and a ruler of {cruants in his maiſter tay a 
houſc 


houſe: and thereafter, of apriſoner, made a ruler 
of priſoners in the priſon; and in the/end, of a 
poore ptiſoner made a potent Prince :'fo that 
ſuch as hee once ſerucd, were made to ferue 
him, and hee made the maiſter and Lord of 
ſuch as had beene his maifters- before. His 
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brethren had fold him for filuer into. Egypt, Geni45.4, 5,6, 
and hee afterwards fold them without {iluer, 7:49 


corne in Egypt, yea ſaued them mm Egypt 
fromthe great famine, eucn' his father and all 
bis family.

The 
King ſent and loofed him, he made him Lord of 
his houſe, eucn the ruler of the people dcliuered 
him, and made him ruler of his ſubſtance, yea of 
his Princes and rulers, that hee ſhould bind them 
vnto his will, and teach his ancientand wiſe men 
Gen.45-16. 17, wiſdome., And the Lord that thus gaue Joſeph 
15 14.20-21.22e f2nour inthe cycs of Pharaoh, enclincd likewiſe 
hi the hear of the King to fauour and loue Jacob 
the father of Joſeph, and his brethren for his ſake: 
ſo that when the tidings came vnto Pharaohs 
houſe, that Joſephs brethren were come, it pleaſed 
Pharaoh well and his ſeruants. 

Moreouer, Pharaoh (aid vnto 7oſeph, ſay to thy

part, go totheland of Canaan, and take your fa- 

ther, and your houſholds, and come to me, and I 

_ willgiue you the beſt of the land of Kgypt,and 

yec ſhall cate of the fatof the land, And I com- 

mand thee: Thus doe ye; Take you chariots out 

ofthe land of &gypt,for your children, and for 

your wiues, and bring your father, and come al- 

ſozregard not your ſtuffe : for thebeſtof all the 

land of Agygtis yours. And the children of IL 
rael did ſo, and Joſeph gaue them Chariots accor-/ 

ding tothe commandement of Phoraoh, he gaue 

them victuals alſo for the iourneyy he gaue them 

all(none excepted)change of raimentz and vnto 
Beniawip he gaue three hundreth peeces of Tn, 

an 


and five ſuites of raiment. And vnto his father 
likewiſe he ſent ten hee Aſſes laden with the beſt 
things of Egypt, and ten ſhee Aﬀes laden with 
wheat, and bread, and meate, for his father 
by the way. And when as Joſephs fatherand his 
brethren were come into Xgypt, the good King 
knowing thereof, and vnderſtanding that their 
trade (for they liued notidle) was to be occupied 
about cattell and ſheepe, as Sheepheards, after 
that he had admitted them to his preſence, ſpake 
to 7oſeph ſayings Thy father and thy brethren are 
come vnto thee, the land of Egypt is before 
thee, inthe beſtplace of theland make thy fa- 
ther and thy brethren dwell; let them dwell in 
the land of Goſhen; and if thou knowelt that there 
be men of activity among them, make them ru- 
lers ouer my cattell. And godly and happy Js{eph 
placed his father and his brethren,and gave them 

offelsion in the land of Fgypt,in the beſt of rhe 
[and ,euen in the land of Rameſes,as good & bounz 
tifull Pharach had commanded. And the blefled 
ſon nouriſhed his bleſſed father,and his bretkren, 
and all his fathers houfhold with bread , eucnto 
the yong children. 

Danid attained to great riches and honour by 
praiſing the rules of this Art, hee feared God 
exccedingly,called vpon him continally, walking 
before himin truth, in righteouſnes, and in pure- 
nes of his ſpirit: yea he wasa man after the Lords 
owne heart: and * that was in his heart,was with 
his heart, and in his hand alſo , and bleſſed him a» 


boundantly. Hee choſe David his ſeruant, and

deſpiledneſſe into honour, his ſhephcards crooke 
intoa princely ſcepter , his countrey cap into a 
kingly crowne , his baſe ſheep-cote into a ſtately 
court, and his paſture of ſmall 'compaſſe, into an 
ample kingdome, In one word, God that doth 
great things tooke him ffom following the ſheep, 
that he might rule oner his people l{racl, 
MG eNths Salomon, Danids fonne,did attaine to hisgreat r1- 
47.28,  Chesbypradtifing theſerules:andnamely becauſe 
2 Chron.1.& 8, he did ask of the Lord OY todo iudg- 
Eceleſca.g.s. 6, MENANd not riches,nor honor, nor long life,nor 
7,89) yet the life of his enemies; therfore the Lord gaue 
him notonely that which he asked, butalſo thoſe 
things he asked not,cuen riches and honor, more 
then any in Iſrael had before him, or yetafter 
him : So that hee builded houſes, planted vine- 


yards, pleaſant gardens,and orchards,repleniſhed 


with fruitfall trees. purchaſed great poſſeſſions of. |

honour they recciue at their ſubiets hands, vnto 
God, acknowledging themſclues butas the con- 
duit-pipes whereby all honour  whatſocuer , all 
glory and praiſe is conueied vnto him,to whom it 
moſt properly belongeth.

Oneſiphorus was a man that feared God, and re- z Tim.1.cs, rp, 
freſhed his {eruants, namely the bleſſed Apoſtle '* 
of the Gentiles Saint Paul, neirher was hee 
aſhamed of his. caaine, but when hee was at 
Rome hee ſought him out very diligently , and 
found him, and in many things hee miniſtred 
vnto him at Epheſus, Wherefore no doubt but 
it fared with him according tothe holy Apoſtles 
prayer; The Lord giue mercy vnto the houſe 
of Oneſiphorss, for hee oft retrethed mee, and 
was not alhamed of my chaine, but when hee 
was at Rome he ſought mee out very diligent» 
ly, and found mee, The Lord grant vnto him, 

that he may finde mercy with the Lord at that 
day, And the ſame grace and mercy the ſame. 

Goderaurit ynto all good men, which re- 

ſemble good Oneſiphoras in. giuing of

As labouring to bee rich, were Irregulars ;

C n a x was an irregular Student in the way 
-of Entriching : Hee feared not the Lord,and 
walkednotWwith an vpright heart before him; but 
vpona couetous dehre haſted to bee rich by vn- 
lawfull meanes,cuen by theft and fſacriledge : for 


heſtole of the excommunicate thing at the ran- 
ſacking of Jericho: he ſtole cuenot thatpartof the 
ſpoyles which the Lord had-appointed to be let 
aſide from acommon vſe , and to bee put into the 
treaſure of his houfe. For hee ſtole a rich Baby- 
loniſh garmen?, and two hundreth ſhekles of (il- 
uecr,and a wedpe of gold of fiftic ſhekles weight, 
For this ſinne of ſacriledge the Lord puniſhed the 
whole lſraclites, ſo thar they were put ro flight 

before their enemies, and the hearts of their huge |, 
troupes melted away like water , vntill the facriz, 
legious God.ſpoyler was found out ſtoned ty; 
death, and burned with fire, both hee and his 
{annes, and his daughters, his Oxcn and AF ;,his 
ſheepe,and all that he had. Now it God puniſhed 
ſo cxemplarily this ſactilegious ſtcalth of ker:

fot coueting and conueying away a'partof the 
ſpoiles, which hee had appointed to bee pur into 
the treaſure of his houſe,to ſerue for the garniſh- 
ing and adorning thereof, and for the neceſſary 
vies of his Prieſts, ſhal we thinke that our facrile- 
gi0us Achans ſhall alwaies both here and hence c- 
{cape vapumtſhed, which with a ſtrong hand haue 
robed the Lord of his own perpetual inheritance? 


Andait the Lord was fo angry with Ananias and Ats 5- 


S$apphira for keeping backe bur apart of the price 
of che poſſeſſions which they themſclues of their 
owne accord had offered vnto God forthe re. 
liefe of his Saints, that by rhe hand of his ſeruant 
Saint Feter in a ſudden hee bereft them of their 
lines : How ſhall henot be angry one day with 
our Church-robbers, and God-ſpoyling Goſpel. 
lers, men an hundreth told worſe then Ananias ? 
for they are (o far fr6 giuing any part at all of their 
lands or goods to Gods Miniſters ( whereas An. 
#1as gaue almoſt allthat hee had) that they be. 
reaue them of that which 4s theirs , euen of that _ 
which both God and good men beſtowed vpon 
them informer times, And whereas Ananas did 
keepe backe but a part, euen a ſmaller-part of that 
which otherwife was his owne z theſe Cod-fpoy- 


ling anti-gods keepe backe, either the whole,or at 
eaſt che better part of that which is no wiſetheir 
wn , but belongeth vnto God, and vnto his 
teſts,as their peculiar patrtmony. Numb.a2.& 
Baliam-was as an irregular man in the way of 31.5. 
Entiching, for hee loved the wages of vnrighte- 
ouſncfſe, and was quite miſcarried with couctouſ-

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neſle. Wherefore the Lord opened the mouth of 
his dumbe aſfſe wheron he rode,to rebuke him, # 
to forbid his tooliſhnes.as if the poore aſſe ſhou 
haue f3id, Mafter, wilt thou needs play the aſſe, to 
curſe the peovle of God forgoles doenotlo I 
pray thee, leſt thine end be worſe then mine ; doc 
not that which king Balaacbiddeth thee , but ra» 
ther that which thine owne poore aſle aduiſeth 
thee,that ſo it may be well with my maſter & mee 
too. For itthou curſe Gods people, God ,yea 
thine owne aſſe,wil likewiſe curſe thee;and fo thy 
caſe will brve more miſerable then mine. The 
man may oftentimes be wiierthen his maſter, but 
yeritis ararething, to finda beaſt wiſer then the 
owner:'and yet we {ce here 3s one, and none but 
one,cuenBalaams alle wiſer then Balaam liimfelte, 
who rode cherupon. And what was his end ? was 
it not almoſt as ill as his afſes, when as the gold- 
thirſty wretch loſt his life amongſtihe Midiaaites, 
and fell by the ſword of the people of Uracl 7 By 
this example, all men, bur chicfly Church-men, 
are taught roabhorre couctouſnefſe, and to flie 

Eect,s.s. fromirt,as becinga baſe kind of idolatrie : for cos 
Coloſs.3-5% ucrouſneſse is1dvlatry, and the couctous perſon 
is a0 idJlater, faiththe Apoſtle, And it the pricſt 
pM or the prophert,the preacher orthe Prelate,bee gi- 
Jerem,5,30,31. EN tO flhie lucre , it chey prophecic any thing a ® 
man willeth for an hire : or if the pricſts bl. {ﬆ 
or curle for a reward , how ſhall they rebuke

their behalfe, hanc euencaten the fleſh of rhe far, 
and torne their clawes in peeces. O idle ſhep- 
heard(f(aith the Lord by his prophet Zachary )that 
leaueth the flocke , the ſword thall bee vpon his 
arme, and:vpon his right eye: his arme ſhall bee 
cleanc dried vp., and his righreyeſhall bee vitetly 
darkened; And as the Lord fhallbe auenged on 
all idle loytring Church-men, be they prieſts ,or 
be they prelates : {o will he ene day, make all de- 
cciuing and ſeducing Church-men to bee aſha- 
med of their viſions, and reuelations, and private 
inſpirations.

part a part of their wealth to Danid, that is , tothe 
prince, when he ſtandeth in need thereof, and re- 
quireth their ſupply. 'And therefore , let them al- 
waies remember how that the Lord punished the 
churlish and couctous refuſall ef niggardlyNabal, 
both by bereauing him of his goods, & of his life

of the company as he had moued to finde faule | 
with the godly womans praitable fat )- why was 
not this ointment ſold for three hundrerh pence, 
and giuento the poore? For'ſo he knew it ſhould 
hauecome into his bagge, and being bag-bearer 
he thought all that loſt that paſſed by his bag, yea 
though it had bene beſtowed vpon Chriſts owne 
Bleſſed body. The couetous wretch pleaded for 
his bagge and his belly, but pretended to'pleade 
for the poore and their belly;yea though hee had 
pleaded {incerely for the poore, yetin this caſe 
he did greatly offend: for Chriſts body was tobe 
preferred befote the bellies; of the poore.

But to returne from pleading againſt our yong 
Iadaſes, to old Indas, the milerable man was fo 
much miſ-caricd with the love of money (which 
carrieth many a ſoule away from the faith, and 
maketh them to makea ſorrowfull ſhip-wracke ) 
that he could neuer be ſatisfied with fuer, till he 
had ſold his owne maiſter,the ſonne of God, and 
Sauiour of the world, vnto the Iewes for thirtic 
peeces of filuer, We haue heard tell in our time 
of many treaſons and traffickes ,' but the world 
neuer hath heard, nor ſhall hearc tell of ſuch a 
treaſon and trafficke as this; The ſonne of God 
betrayed by his ſeruant, whom hee cameto faue, 
and fold for thirtic pence of him,whom he came 
to ranſome and redeeme from (inne,Sathan,and 
hell, by the ſhedding of his bloud. But behold* 
the ſequeleof the atrempr; forthwith the wrerch 
went, and firſt reſtored the money, and then han- 
ped himfelfe.

were void of chatitie and mercic. Pride (ſaith the 
Prophet) fulnefle of bread, and aboundance of i- 


dlenelle,was in her, and in her daughters, that is 


in her (uburbs,and circumiacent townes3 neither 
did they ſtrengthen the hands of the peore and 
needic, but were hautie, and committed abhomi- 
nation before the Lord: and therefore he rained 
downe from aboue fire and brimſtone ypon their 


heads,

heads, ouerthrewe their cities, conſumed all the 
inhabitants of the ſame, and deſtroyed all the 
plaine round abour, and all that grew thereupon. 
As it ought therefore to bee the chicfe care of all 
magiſtrates of cities and townes, to take heed 
there be no blaſpheming and prophaning of the 
name of God, vied by wearing, banning,curfing, 
or by vnreuerent taking of the adorable name of 
God , and of his ſonne Ieſus,his wounds,body,8& 
blood tn our mouthes; nor no prophaning of the 
Lords day,by practiſing any open or noted finne, 
or by following the exerciſes of our ordinaric 
callings , or by ſpending the day in whole or in 
part, in matters of worldly pleaſure , and pa- 
ſtime , and by abſenting our ſelues from the 
congregation and houſe cf the Lord: ( for itis 
an expreſle facriledge for a man to ſteale , or 
take any part of the Lords day from the Lords 
ſeruice :) So ought they no leſle caretully rake 


heed , thatnone of theſe Sodomiticall ſinnes of 


pride, infolencie , idlenefle , lecheric, glutto- 
nic, drunkenneſle, and vamercifulnefſe to the 
poore, haue place, or atleaſt growe ſtrong, and 
take deepe roote within their cities and townes; 
leſt in that great day, it bee eaſier for the Ci- 
_ tizensof Sodomeand Gomorrhe , then for them: 
and leſt great Cities that haue beene greatiinſin, 
and Capernaum-like , through preſumption and 
pride, haue lifted themſelues vp vntoheauen, be 
then brought downe to hell. 

For though Almightie G O D- is not woont 
aow a daics ,t0 1aine downe fire and brimſtone
